little. 
It has always seemed to me 
a great pity. 
Reflect that practically everybody 
in the public eye today is a frequent 
transatlantic 
passenger, 
and it is 
clear that the master of any one of 
the great Atlantic steamships could 
unfold an unbeatable story—if only 
he could or would talk. For things 
happen on ships that happen nowhere 
else, and it’s a safe bet that few 
things happen without the captain’s 
knowledge. 
I have met many transatlantic cap­ 
tains, and some of them were talk­ 
ative enough on most subjects. 
I 
never met one who was willing to 
talk about his own ship and the peo­ 
ple who had travelled on it. Possibly 
it Is a matter of professional etiquette 
—like the ethics of the medical and 
legal professions. 
Take Sir James Charles, the Cun- 
ard captain who died so dramatically 


just as his last voyage of the “Aqu- 
tania” was ended. 
What man—or 
woman—among the world’s notables 
has not voyaged under his command? 
Suppose Sir Charles had kept a di­ 
ary of his transatlantic crossings— 
what a treasure of contemporary his­ 
tory it would be! 
But who ever heard of a sea-cap­ 
tain keeping a diary! 
, 
Prominent men whose lives are 
closed to the public when ashore, 
are apt to open up when on board 
ship and reveal the innermost se­ 
crets of their natures. 
Somt men 
who never take a holiday on dry 
land, always consider their sea trips 
as a period of rest and recreation. 
Nobody but a liner’s captain—or 
perhaps a liner’s physician—gets the 
opportunity to record the intimate 
lives of so many great men during 
the span of a single life. But they 
never tell. 
Why?

‘ride’,” was the comment of Bernard 
Gimbel, merchant prince and the 
retired champion’s closest of person­ 
al friends. 
His remark Just about 
summed up th3 almost universal skep­ 
ticism with which the story that pur­ 
ported to be the “real reason” for 
the retirement has been received by 
Tunney’s intimates. 
The gentleman 
himself was and is out of town and 
could not be reached for a statement 
but those with whom he has lived 
and communed since winning the ti­ 
tle in 1826 were unanimously of the 
opinion that there was “nothing to 
it.” 
Dr. Shea was more specific in his 
denial, since he felt that if anyone 
was to discuss Tunney’s illnesses, he 
would be the man to do it. 
Was With Tunney 
“I was with Tunney in Speculator 
when this injury is alleged to have 
happened,” the physician 
declared. 
“I had direct charge of his health, as 
I have had for the last ten years, and 
having examined him daily while in 
camp, I think I can speak with au­ 
thority when I say that Tunney suf­ 
fered no ill effect, then 
or 
since, 
from a blow or butt he may have 
sustained in the training ring or in 
regular contests. 
His health, in fact, 
has been Just about perfect for the 
ten years I have had him under ob­ 
servation. 
“I will not bother dealing with the 
obvious facts that no medical man 
could be in daily contact with a friend 
who was suffering from amnesia or 
going about in a daze, without the 
medical man becoming fully aware of 
the circumstances. 
The story says 
that Tunney confided the fact of his 
condition only in Eddie Eagan. 
Do 
you suppose that, if any injury was 
troubling him, he wouldn’t come to 
the physician who has been both pro­

years? 
"Tunney Isn’t a secretive man. He 
Is rather confiding with those he 
likes and trusts and I think I can 
claim to be one of those in question.
